the states and cities. 

“I told the present nothing would | 
do more to relieve the unemploy- | 
ment situation and restore confid- | 
ence throughout the country than 
to change the law so as a non-in- 
toxicating beer could be manufac- 
tured and sold,” Dyer said. “TI told 
him that not only would it do this, | 
but a beer properly brewed would | 
replace in a million and more honies | 
a home-brew which is undermining | 
the health and morals of the coun- ; 


ry. 
“I told him that legally made! 
beer would very greatly minimize 
the drinking of strong alcoholic 
stuff, including poisonous.

The cumulative effect of these 
hints and speeches has been to cre- 
ate the impression abroad that the 
administration would seriously con- 
sider doing something about the 
debts.if Europe would only disarm.

Henry H. (Hank) Wilson, 31, came 
to his death the result of an acci- 
dent, according to the verdict a cor- 
oner’s jury returned following an 
inquest in the Fairbanks Home for 
Funerals Tuesday evening. 

The probe followed the b 
of the popular Muscatine youth’s 
body to the city after a bullet from 
a model 52 Winchester .22 caliber 
rifle had pierced the back, passed 
through the heart and lodged close 
to the skin on the left breast. The 
rifle was in the hands of Michael L. 
Mahair, 606 East Fifth street, a 
companion on a turtle hunting ex- 
pedition. The accident occurred 
about six miles west of Muscatine 
on the slough bank, shortly before 
5 p. m., Tuesday. 

Members of the coroner’s jury 
were William Nyenhuis, Harry 
Schreurs and R. A. Grimm. The 
verdict said: “We, the jury, do find 
that he came to his death six miles 
west of Muscatine as the result of 
gunshot wound from a rifle acciden- 
tally discharged.” 

Six In Party 

Besides Wilson and Mahair, other 
members of the party were John 
Barko, 109 Neidig avenue, William 
Figg, 1819 Mulberry avenue, James 
Lange, 500 Liberty street, and 
Charles D. Robinson, 600 West 
Eighth street. 

All members of the hunting party 
were called as witnesses at the in- 
quest. The testimony showed that 
Mahair, who was about 10 feet be- 
hind Wilson when the accident oc- 
curred, had slipped into a mud hole, 
dropping the rifle which was dis- 
charged. Robinson. was. walking 
about five feet. behind Wilson and a 
little to one side at the time. As he 
saw Wilson slump. backwards after 
the gun was discharged, Robinson 
grabbed him under the arms and at- 
tempted to raise him to eet. 
Robinson asked Wilson: ‘was 

hurt and received no answer. It a 
ne Wilson was- ie 


mit ag? of the rie tae, carried him 
to Figg’s.car which was parked near- 
by. Figg rushed the lad to the Her- 
shey hospital, driving through the“ 
city at a rate estimated at 60 miles 
an hour. However, when he reached 
the hospital, nurses there informed 
him Wilson was dead. 

The rifle fired .22 long rifle high 
speed steel-nosed bullets and was 
owned by Wilson. Only the day be- 
fore, he had taught Mahair, admit- 
tedly a novice, in the use of fire- 
arms. 

The men had almost ended their 
hunt for turtles and were on their 
way back to the car when the acci- 
dent occurred, according to the tes- 
timony of Barko. 

Was Rifle Team Member 

The dead youth was a member of 
the Iowa state rifle team in many 
national matches and placed high 
in national rifle and pistol matches 
in almost every yearly shoot. At one 
time he held the state champion- 
ship for rifle shooting. Firearms 
have been his hobby for almost a 
score of years. 

Wilson was born August 24, 1899 
in Columbus Junction. He received 
his early education in the schools 
there and later attended the State 
University of Iowa where he was a 
member of the naval reserves during 
the world war. 

He was unmarried and had lived 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. H. L. 
Wilson at 210 Iowa avenue. The par- 
ents are his only survivors. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Thursday at 2 p. m. at the Fairbanks 
Home for Funerals. Burial will be 
in’ Columbus Junction cemetery 
with the Rev. Leland Lesher, pas- 
tor of the English Lutheran church, 
officiating.

BUS REGULATION 
IS BEING ASKED 


Federal regulation of interstate 
buses and trucks is advised by the 
American Railway association which 
offers a program for equalizing com- 
petition with Interstate Commerce 
Commission controlled carriers, ac- 
cording to an item which appeared 
recently in the United States Daily. 
Copies of the article have been mail- 
ed to members of state railroad 
committees by Hal S. Ray, director 
of personnel and public relations 
of the Rock Island lines. 

A portion of the item fpllows: 

“Government regulation should 
be extended to passenger common 
carriers and charter buses, and to 
common carrier and contract motor 


H.| carrier trucks operating on_ the 


highways for compensation or hire. 
the American Railway association 
recommended in a brief filed with 
the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion in connection with the com- 
misison’s investigation of rail-motor 
oc-ordination. 

“The association declared it does 
not at this time recommend that 
regulation be applied to owher-op- 
erated trucks operated solely in the 
business of the owner, and that 
with regard to passenger vehicles, 
no regulation be applied to taxi- 
cabs, school or hotel buses. 

The regular’ motor carriers 
should be required, according to 
the railway organization; to obtain 
from the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission certificates of convenience 

nd. necessity before they are per- 

itted to operate in the public ser- 
vice. 
Offers Basis 


“In reaching a determination on 
the issue of such certificates, it was 
said, the commission should con- 
sider the following points: (a) The 
quality and permanence of the ser- 
vice to be offered by the applicants; 
(b) existing transportation service, 
requiring that a showing be made, 
satisfactory to the commission, of 
the necessity for and convenience to 
the public of the proposed opera- 
tion;(c) the financial responsibility 
of the applicant, including adequate 
provision for surety, or insurance, 
for the protection of the public; (d) 
that an applicant to whom a certi- 
ficate of convenience and necessity 
is granted by the commission should 
be required to comply with all the 
conditions in each state that duly 
authorized state authorities impose 
upon intrastate operations on its 
highways; proper accounts, in forms 
prescribed by the commission should 
be kept and reports be periodically 
made; (e) adequate requirement 
should be imposed to secure just 
and reasonable rates, both maxi- 
mum and minimum, with provision 
for the publication thereof and ad- 
herence thereto and proper inhibi- 
tion against undue and unjust dis- 
crimination. 

“It was also urged that oppor- 
tunity should be given for rail car- 
riers to engage in such motor ve- 
hicle service on the highways on 
equal terms without discrimination 
in favor of, or against, other trans- 
os agencies in the same

Farmers Attention: A Few 
Points on T.B. Test

I amin receipt of a letter from 
@ good friend, Mr. E. A. Albee, and 
I believe it is of interest to all 
farmers, consequently I reprint it 
below, as follows:

“T've been an Iowa farmer many 
years. Have had cattle tested, and 
some condemned.

I'll tell the world, all 
one has to do is to follow his cattle 
to slaughter and he’ll find the gov- 
érnment knows what it is doing. 

“Hate; denunciation and abuse 
constitute no part of the proper 
functions of a newspaper or broad- 
casting station, and, if persisted in, 
must eventually ruin their author’s 
digestive apparatus for it is writ- 
ten: “He that*taketh the sword 
shall perish by the sword.” 

“I write this not to criticise but 
as an old friend. A word io the wise 
is sufficient.” 

Subtle Influence at Work 

I have every reason to believe 
that Mr. Albee is in good faith, that 
his letter expresses his views which 
I. am glad to receive. 

The subtle power of influence 
can well be seen in his letter, of 
how it has gradually worked upon 
Mr. Albee as it has with thousands 
of others. Mr. Albee’s letter was 
accompanied by an article cut from 
some paper that mentioned a Mr.

2—Is it a fact that a cow which 
nasses the tuberculin test as per- 
fect, that the milk of that cow will 
be perfect or FREZ from T. B. 
germs? 

My answer—NO, positively no, 
and no versed veterinarian or medi- 
cal doctor will deny that a cow may 
pass the tuberculin iest satisfact- 
ory, and STIL SHOW T. B. 
GERMS IN HER MILK. I have 
read very good medical authority 
upon that and anyone in doubt 
can take milk samples from a herd 
of good free cattle, that have been 
tested and you will find B. 





milk. 


Mislead by Propaganda 
3—Assuming that is true and the 
medics know what they are talking 
about, then why are you in favor 
of a test that IS NOT INFALL- 
IBLE? 


(My answer) Simply because you 
have been mislead by farm maga- 
zines and newspapers you have 
read, which have refused to tell 
you the truth about milk tests. 
These papers which profess to be 
so friendly to the farmers are only 
friendly to one group, and _ that 
group is those that favor the tuber- 
clin test.

If you do believe it in- 
fallible, then ask your own veter- 
inarian and he will tell you it is 
not, Then to find out just how good 
it is, write a reliable laboratory and 
they will tell you it is O. K. for 
GENERAL USE. 

Same as Cornborer Sham 
6—Do you believe it is sufficient 
protection to the public to let them 
drink milk from cows when you 
don’t know if T. B. germs lurk in 
the milk or not? 

My answer—You are wrong if 
you do, and any good laboratory 
will tell you about it except those 
laboratories connected with state 
universities because the state uni- 
versities are linked with the state 
agricultural colleges, those colleges 
linked with each county agent, the 
agent with the county newspapers, 
the United States department of 
Agriculture stands as mother to 
them all.

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Applause Addits 

The craving for applause begins in the cradle. 

Perhaps it might be better for the world if it got no further. 

Human nature is so constituted that it likes and will work 
for recognition. 

But that is' far different from the eager desire for praise 
that is evidenced everywhere—not discriminating praise, but 
mere applause. 

Little Jack Horner, you remember, sat in a corner, eating 
a Christmas pie; he put in his thumb and pulled out a plum, 
and said “what a fine boy am I!” 

The achievement of getting the plum from the pie is about 
the character of achievement that makes most people be- 
lieve they have done something, which merits the world’s 
plaudits and approval. 

One of the worst pests at large is the “life of the party” 
lad, who is always making observations—usually borrowed— 
in order to gain the attention of those about him. 

Many otherwise excellent actors have marred their per- 
formances by grinning appreciatively as they spoke the funny 
lines of the playwright—taking credit, of course, for words 
they would not possibly have thought of themselves. 

Those who have done anything worth while are entitled to 
’ eredit for it, but such people do not usually go around seeking 
credit. 

No praise is worth having unless it is discriminating praise 


—praise given by those who understand the merit of a per- 
formance. 

The “wise cracker” who is constantly using quips, which 
he could not have invented himself, is about the worst nui- 
sance abroad at the present time. 

If you begin to think that it is your due to be approved 
by all the world, try to do something that all the world will 
have reason to approve. 

Don’t go through life insisting upon the laudation of those 
around you, or feel morose because it is not given you. 

If you have really got your mind on your work you will 
be too busy to hunt for approval. 

If you are doing anything worth while you will value in- 
telligent censure even more than intelligent praise. 

Once you become an applause addict your real useful- 
ness is over. 

All your efforts will be expended in a hunt for approbation, 
and if it does not come you will soon feel sour and abused. 

Remember that chimpanzees, and dogs, and many other of 
the lower animals are applause hounds, and are sullen if 
they are not patted on the head and noticed for their per- 
formances. 

Become an applause addict and you will automatically place 
yourself on an intellectual level with them, and with less 
justification, for they do not know any better. 


: Russia 
Little authentic information seems available on the ac- 
tual progress of the so-called “five-year plan” in Russia. 
A careful perusal of the many books and magazines now 
flooding the country leaves one with the inescapable thought 
thought that the whole truth has not yet been made avail- 
able in print. 


To industrialize a country which the Soviet leaders admit 
is fifty years behind the United States, and accomplish this 
end in five years, naturally seems beyond the power of hu- 
mans, no matter how honest the effort. 

+t must be apparent, however, from reading the material 
both for and against the Soviet’s program that something of 
gigantic proportions is going on in Russia. 

Supervised, technically, by competent engineering brains, 
imported from America, equipped with the best of American 
machinery, the Soviet is trying to remake a country. If the 
plan succeeds, America will. probahly be the heaviest losers 
and that in spite of the millions of Soviet money now pour- 
ing into the coffers of this country. 

Now the news dispatches say Russia’s wheat crop will 
be enormous. This will not need the working out of a five- 
year plan to affect world markets, Harvest time in Russia 
will be the signal for immediate results. 

Whether you favor Soviet Russia’s plan of government or 
whether you do not, you cannot ignore it. It is still too soon 
to judge the final outcome. 

One fact, however, demands thought. Russia with its teem- 
ing millions is attempting to re-adjust its entire attitude to- 
ward life. When millions of people are imbued with one 
idea—something is bound to result. 

What results is very apt to be of grave moment to every 
person in the world. 


Women in Business : 
Whenever “hard times” are with us and jobs are scarce, 
much is heard about the “woman in business.” One of the 
first remedies suggested for unemployment is the elimination 
of married women from the business structure of the coun- 
try.. Detailed statistics are solemnly published showing that, 
if married women were refused employment, thousands of 


men could be placed in the positions vacated by them. 

A generation ago, the woman in business was “news.” 
Many of those whe attained prominence in business or in @ 
profession felt called upon to dress manishly. The accepted 


picturization by cartoonists, of a business woman was a hard - 


faced individual, wearing a severe suit and a plain sailor hat. 
Usually she had large feet. 

This generation has accepted women in business. It has 
had to do so. Women have shown themselves capable of as- 
suming business and pr¢éfessional responsibility and delivering 
the goods. 

There may have been a time when married women worked 
‘to secure little comforts and luxuries which their husband’s 
income would not justify. ‘If there ever was such a time, it is 
passed. Today the average married woman who works does 
so because it is an economic necessity. 

Wages, whether earned by men or by women, play a large 
part in stabilizing the country. Certainly the standards of 
living in this country have not been lowered by the entrance 
of women, whether married or single, into lines of endeavor 
disassociated with the home. 


While the elimination of married women from employment 
might offer additional jobs for men, it is quite likely that 
the income per family would not be substantially increased. 

Whatever part the employment of married women may 
play in the creation of a condition of unemployment generally, 
it cannot be seriously suggested that it is vital.

What would the doctors do for a 
living if everyone was as careful 
of the quality and combination of 
the foods which they ate as the 
chemist is who prepares the finest 
cosmetics and perfumes. 


Yet, of the two, the knowledge 


of food proportions and combina- ! 


tions is vitally more important. 


When the body s clean and 
healthy a drop of high grade per- 
fume is sufficient to give just that 
haunting delicacy of individual at- 
tractivness that is correct. 

When the body is clean and 
soaked with the wastes and poisons 
from bad food, and good food with 
wrong combinations, the body odors 
and skin appearance will make 
themselves noticeable even when a 
person is highly ornamented with 
perfumes and cosmetics. 

Proper eating will give one that 
consciousness of being free from 
all disagreeable and offending bodi- 
lv nuisances and one will not have 
to half drowned themselves in per- 
fumes or paste themselves up with 
cosmetics to make themselves at- 
tractive and enduring. 

Today conditions Ihave reached 
the point where more and better 
trained doctors can be found who 
will give expert advice regarding 
proper eating. 

Regardless of where one obtains 
his or her information each one will 
have to be his or her own chemist 
to regulate the intake of food in ac- 
cordance with the habit and occu- 
pation, and other activities of the 
individual care. 

After one has a knowledge of the 
various foods one can arrange them 
for each meal according to activities 
of the day. This is the common- 
sense way of feeding the human 
engine. 

When you know which group of 
food is stimulating, muscle builders, 
energy builders and so on, you can 
very easily eat a meal composed of 
those foods which the body re- 
quires. 

For instance, when the body is 
tired it would be poor policy to give 
it heavy muscle food to digest be- 
fore it had some energy to handle 
it. Therefore we would eat a meal 
composed of energy building foods 
such as lean meat without fat cr 
grease, and not over cooked; one or 
two cooked laxative vegetables as 
greens such as spinach, boiled on- 
ions, baked cucumbers: and a side 
dish of raw salad. No bread, no 
nies, no conrkies, etc. Drink verv 
little with the meals so food will 
not float around and become sour. 
It may sound strange to some but 
after a tired person has eaten an 
energy building meal of this kind 
they can, in one or two hours, eat 
a muscle building meal composed of 
such foods as starches and cereals, 
a bowl of rice, (brown), or bread 
pudding, or some of the lighter 
muscle foods such as_ bananas, 
squash, cr a dish of catmeal al- 
though oatmeal needs plenty of ac- 
tivity to take care of it properly. 

As scon as you learn how to be 
your own food chemist you can tell 
when _to_use the stimulating foods

' You will know that a few days 
‘use of grape fruit juice will clean 
‘out the liver, clear out your head 
and help the circulation so you will 
not feel lazy and top heavy. Lest 
water will be needed if more solvent 
such as grapefruit, lemons, toma- 
toes, oranges., are used and besides 
you will have better luck dissolv- 
ing boils, pimples, infected areas, 
and congested tissues than if you 
used all the pills in the world.
